Smokejumping  is  a  fast,  efficient  way  of  getting  fire  fighters  where  they  are 
needed  in  such  country.  Every  jump  is  a  thrilling  and  hazardous  operation. 
However,  the  best  possible  safety  measures — (1)  well-planned  equipment,  (2) 
gruelling  ground  training  and  (3)  approved  jump  techniques  protect  these 
patriotic  and  daring  young  men.
